The same event was observed in several parts 
60 0 ce, and also of Switzerland, “Two vio-

The shock there was 
fgeble compared to what was felt at Berghheim, 
Riquewihr and other communes at the foot of 
the Vosges. In tho valley of Munster, the 
light inflamed the whole of the horizon, and 
woas equal to the light of day, and the shock 
was very strong. In the valley of Girogmag- 
ny the shock was also strong, and the light ef- 
faced the light of the cabdles.
